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TELLING- IT LIKE IT IS " (iWU.'Wtl 

In the morning we are told that if the Nixon admin¬ 
istration does not take more steps to aid the "disad¬ 
vantaged" citizens, the extremists will take over and 
use violence to back up their demands. In the after¬ 
noon we are told that if the drive for integration is 
not speeded up, the Negroes will have no choice but to resort to violence 
for a redress of grievances. An in the evening we are told that if the 
demands for "all Black communities" aren't met, the Black militants will 
turn to the gun for equality. And every night we go to bed wondering how 
many people will be injured in the current riot and worrying about whether 
the next riot will spread to our own city. Something is seriously wrong in 
,^,the Negro community! Here are the answers to some of the most urgent quest¬ 
ions concerning it. 


question: WHAT DO THEY WANT TO BE CALLED-NEGROES OR "BLACKS"? 

answer: They simply want to be called 

Americans. The Negro leaders promote the 
idea that we must choose to be either Blacks 
or Negroes but not both. By forcing us to 
make a choice and then making an invidious 
distinction between Negroes and Blacks (eg. 

Negro=slave name given us by Whites; Black 
is beautiful!) the Negro leaders sell the 
idea that allegiance is owed to RACE, not 
to God or country, and so have gradually moved the Negro community towards 
supporting the separatist goals of black racists. In deference to custom 

Negro is the "right" word to use but only because one must be used. 

question: What do the Negro people want: INTEGRATION OR SEPARATION? 

Let's be clear on our terms. Integration means "forced 



answer: 










integration", using troops if necessary. 

(Eisenhower in Little Rock, Kennedy in 
Oxford and Montgomery.) It is "makinq 
whites accept Negroes as social equals." 

Integration at all levels was the goal of 
Martin Luther King's southern based move¬ 
ment . As it was presented, Negroes had no 
choice but to back integration because the 
alternative was alleged to be segregation 
by force . 

When Martin Luther King launched his drive against - Northern "ghettoes" 
and precipitated the riots, which began in 1964 and are still in progress, 
the solution to the "race problem" in the north was established as the 
complete "economic, social, and political equality for the Negro". The 
movement for this end was called "Black Power". By economic equality King 
meant the industrialization of the Negro community... putting it on a par 
with the industrialized American (white) community. By political equality 
he meant an autonomous Negro government having the same relationship with 
the American government as does any other independent government, for ex¬ 
ample the German, or French, or Nigerian governments. 

The movement to attain this end is known as the separatist movement. 

The cry for separation is therefore of the same orgin as the cry for integ¬ 
ration. One man, Martin Luther King, and his movement... the Civil Rights 
Movement, advocating diametrically opposed ends??? This could only produce 
turmoil because large numbers of Negroes were trapped into supporting 
both ends. 

Negroes who fail to support or who openly oppose the total package are 
branded as traitors to the Negro Rac e and enemies of the Negro peop le. • 
(Uncle Tom--integrationist; Black Militant=separationist) To make it clear, 
any Negro is permitted to be either an integrationist or separatist, because 
they are both racial goals. And there is no conflict between the two 
fac t .ions. 

Basically, what we want is to be left alone to pursue our destinies as 
individual Americans. And if the Federal Government would stop financing 
the radical agencies that promote this "integration-separation" fight, our 
chances of doing so would immediately improve. Otherwise, our situation is 
rapidly deteriorating: the same leaders whose activities produced the curr¬ 
ent unrest: are now telling us that their programs failed because they were 
directed against segregated American institutions and only served to un¬ 
cover the real enemy of the Negroes, DEEPLY ROOTED WHITE RACISM. What 
American could be for "White Racism"? What will the current drive to elim- 
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question: The police are often accused of 
brutality by the Negro leaders. IS THERE 
ANY JUSTIFICATION TO THE CHARGE? 

answer: As. for actual physical brutality 
there isn't enough of it to deserve serious 
consideration. (The charge coupled to its 
source does deserve serious consideration, 
however.) The constant cry of "police brut¬ 
ality" over the past 15 years served to 
undermine confidence in our local police 
forces. There has been a change:originally 
the charge always meant "excessive physical force". Now, police brutality 
is defined as the mere presence of White policemen in the Negro community. 
The constant attack on the police has produced a "brutality syndrome" in 
Negroes: if one Negro gets a traffic ticket and fifty others see him get it 
then 50 Negroes have been brutalized. 

A policeman necessarily comes in contact with the criminal element. And 
in many cases he has no other dealings with Negroes(minor traffic viol¬ 
ations excepted). All or most of the Negroes he meets are thus criminals. 
This experience sometimes transforms itself into the feeling that "all 
Negroes are criminals". So sometimes they are over-suspicious when they 
deal with Negroes. This relationship between the criminal element and 
the policeman is at least as damaging to the officer as it is to any inn¬ 
ocent Negro. 

question:HOW DO NEGROES FEEL ABOUT SCHOOL BUSSING PROGRAMS? 




answer: Let me take Los Angeles as an 
indicator. In Los Angeles a public survey 
showed that 95% of the Negroes, and 98% 
of the people over-all were opposed to 
bussing. Yet, when the one member of the 
school board who regarded Negroes as 
equals suggested that children be bussed 
only with the consent of the parents, he 
was branded as a "white-racist", a bigot 
and a reactionary. The Negro leaders insisted that the people were too 
ignorant to know what was best for their own children. Bussing, like 
forced integration, was to be mandantory because the Negro leaders wanted 
it that way. It matters little to these Negro leaders that they have rev¬ 
ersed the position taken 15 years ago when bussing was regarded as the 
tool of segregationists. What utter hypocrisy.

question: ARE NEGROES IN FAVOR OF BLACK CONTROL OF BLACK SCHOOLS?

answer: No. This is part of the Separatist movement being carried out 

by Negro leaders so as to gain control of the community and isolate the 

. I 

Negroes from their neighbors. (The alternative offered in place of Black 
control is, of course, ...White racist control....) If the Negroes can be 
isolated, they can be used as shock troops in a revolution, or as cannon 
fodder in a racial civil war.

question: ARE YOU SAYING THAT THE NEGRO LEADERS ARE THE REAL ENEMIES OF 
THE NEGRO PEOPLE? 

answer: Yes. Emphatically Yes. They are preventing the Negro people 

from pursuing their destinies as individuals because they place every con¬ 
ceivable barrier in their path. The leaders and the militants are two parts 
of the same movement. They compliment each other. The respectable leaders 


make demands and tell us that if these demands aren't met, the extremists 



will profit by it. Let me quote Whitney Young 
a most responsible Negro leader: "YOUNG SEES 
GAIN BY EXTREMISTS IF AID TO POOR LAGS. (AP) 
BOSTON... 

"Extremists who have been predicting and urg¬ 
ing violence will gain over the responsible 
Negro leaders unless the Nixon administration 
takes direct steps to aid America's disad¬ 
vantaged citizens, says Whitney Young,.... 

If Nixon ignores Negro problems, he will make 
prophets of extremists and strengthen their 
influence in the Negro community." 


The Nixon administration is being blackmailed by the "Responsible Negro 


leaders": YOU ADOPT OUR PROGRAM...OR ELSE!!! These leaders are advocating 


wholesale integration with the program in the schools, and piecemeal sep¬ 
aration by endorsing Black Control of Black Schools. 


And what are the Black Militant Negro leaders demanding? A separate 
state. A separate Black State. And they are willing to fight to get it: at 
least they are willing to sacrifice large numbers of innocent Negroes in 


a Race war or revolution to get it. The revolutionary Black Panthers say; 

"BLACKS ARE NOT AMERICAN CITIZENS BUT COLONIAL SUBJECTS OF WHITE AMERICANS, 
AND THEY ARE NOT SUBJECT TO THE CONSTITUTION AND LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES." 


And James Forman, of Black Reparations noteriety, says: 

"WE ARE NOT AMERICANS, WE ARE AFRICANS... THOSE OF US WHO HAVE BEEN TRAINED 
TO FIGHT IN VIETNAM, FOR EXAMPLE, AND DO NOT WANT TO FIGHT AND LIVE IN 
THIS COUNTRY, MAY VERY SOON HAVE TO FORM A BLACK INTERNATIONAL...." 


And so it is clear that the Negro leaders at the top and at the bottom 
are part of our domestic enemy, and are carrying out the enemy's destruct¬ 
ive program for him. 

question: WHAT ABOUT THE BLACK STUDENT’S UNION. WHO ARE THEY? WHAT IS 



THEIR PROGRAM? 






answer: The BSU is the "black arm of the Students for a Democratic 
Society" (SDS) . Their job is to undertake actions which 
as a member of the BLACK NATION. They are the 
DLack panthers on campus. Their most import¬ 
ant job is to stir up racism among white stu¬ 
dents. This racism is then offered as proof 
positive that this is a "racist society" and 
that the Negro is being oppressed by the whit 
man. Just as many white policemen are victims 
of association with Negro criminals, so it is 
on campus with the students: many white stu¬ 
dents have no other contact with Negroes ex¬ 


cept with these black racist s. Because of this, the colleges are turning 
out a whole generation of racists...both white and black. 

question: WHY ARE NEGROES SO OPPOSED TO CERTAIN POLITICIANS, GOVERNOR 
REAGAN FOR EXAMPLE? 


answer: In Reagan's case, the Negroes reacted to the prod of the 

Negro leaders when they told us that Reagan was a racial philistine and 
was standing in the way of progress. The vote of upwards of 95% against 
Reagan is a good indication of how successful the Negro leaders have been 
in transferring allegiance to RACE. 

One would think the opinion of Reagan would change. After all, he has 
appointed more Negroes to responsible positions than all of the other 
previous California governors combined... and they include the venerated 
good-RACE-man former governor Edmund G. Brown. The record speaks, but the 
Negro leaders ignore it and instead say that Reagan's Negro appointments 
are proof positive of his racism: he is trying to trick the people into 
believing otherwise by making appointments 111 

One might contrast Reagan's position with that of Mayor Lindsay's in 
New York City. There, the Negroes voted overwhelmingly for Lindsay because 
the Negro leaders told them he would work to advance the Negro as a RACE . 
This, Lindsay has done. To the detriment of all New Yorkers. The crisis in 
that city, centering around the issue of Black Control of Black Schools, 
is a direct result of Lindsay honoring his pledges. This crisis and the im¬ 
minent bloodshed is regarded as a sure sign of progress by the Negro lead¬ 
ers. The reason being that "NO NATION WAS EVER BORN WITHOUT BLOODSHED AND 
TURMOIL". Thus, the sole condition for support by Negro leaders is whether 
or not the candidate promises to work to advance certain racist goals. 

Gov. Reagan wisely made no such promise, and no American... regardless of 
bis intentions... should ever make such a promise or support any political 
candidate who does. 



question:Thera seems to be a lot of anti-Jewish sentiment in the Negro 
community. ARE NEGROES ANTI-SEMETIC? 

answer: Any feelings Negroes have about Jews resulted from our long 
experience with Jews, and Jewish businessmen. Most of the businesses in 
the Negro communities are Jewish owned. We are indeed antagonistic toward 

Jews because of our experiences. This antag¬ 
onism has made too many of us vulnerable to 
accepting the burning of Jewish businesses, 
though we suspect that some of these stores 
were burned by the owners during the riots. 

A further antagonism has developed because 
these Jewish store owners are too quick and 
excitable and they think that we are too 
slow and dull witted. This brings on a mutual 

hostility. 

In New York City, Mayor Lindsay and his prominent Liberal backers, use 
this so-called anti-Semetism to organize the Negroes, even though Lindsay's 
principal media backers... the NEW YORK TIMES and CBS...are both Jewish 
owned. 

Negro communities have too many liquor stores and bars, most of which are 
owned by Jewish businessmen. An awful lot of fights between Negro -men as 
well as family problems and marriage breakups are caused by drinking ses¬ 
sions. Yet Ebony magazine and most Negro newspapers are loaded with liquor 
ads, some claiming that Negroes drink more Scotch and Gin than the general 
population. So when church-goers in the Negro community attempt to get rid 
of those bars and liquor stores operating in violation of State and Munic¬ 
ipal codes they cannot get compliance with the law and are branded as anti 
Semites. The Negro leaders never will be too much opposed to excess bars 
and liquor stores because the owners of these establishments always manage 
to promote and support the racial cause : Black Power lit erature is avail¬ 
able in these establishments, and the "we belong to the NAACP" decals have 
been a familiar sight in the windows for years. HOW CAN THESE BUSINESSMEN 
AND THE NEGRO LEADERS CLAIM TO BE HELPING THE NEGRO? 




question: ARE NEGROES CHRISTIANS? IF SO, WHY DON'T TH EY STAND U P AS 
CHRISTIANS? ! //A 

answer: Yes, we are Christians. However, most C <j) 

Negro ministers now give more allegiance to race 

than to God. So the people are confused by this con- C* ^ 

tradictory stand: Christ is called the "honky ■ PtHf 'v_^

question: WHAT CAN I DO TO REMEDY THE SITUATION? 
answer: five things; 

first: Do not support any program based on RACE no matter how 
meritorious you think it is; 

second: Do not support or vote for any candidate who wants to 
help anyone on the basis of RACE; 

third: What is good for citizens to do is also good advice for 
government. Stop the federal government from financing these RACE programs. 
War on poverty money is used exclusively in the Negro communities to finance 
the activities of the Negro leaders. 

fourth: Do not vote for political candidates who will app¬ 
ropriate money for programs involving RACE problems. 

fifth: Wake up your friends to the disasterous program being 
carried on in the name of RACIAL PROGRESS. When enough good people under¬ 
stand what is happening in and to our country this destructive movement 
will stop...but not until you wake them up.

The Civil Rights movement in the 
United States Monday night was labeled 
a plot by an international Communist 
conspiracy to foment a civil war and 
ease a Communist take-over within the 
next 20-3(1 months. 


Smith said King outlined “socialistic 
goals’’ in April 1965 when he directed 
nonviolent demonstrations. Then, he 
said, “Americans of conscience” would 
demand and enact socialistic legislation 
to protect the Negro:

Smith discussed the Civil Rights move- 
ent, charging that “proven” Commu¬ 
nists were involved. He charged that the 
late Dr. Martin Luther King Jr., was 
bring itsed by the Communists, and 
knew it: , . ; 

“America’s enemies &re using ’falsa 
issues like civil rights and racism to con¬ 
fuse and divide the American people and 
to promote civil war. No one was more 
aware of this* than Martin Luther king,”

“It is not too late here,” Smith con¬ 
cluded. “The Communists in tills country 
have been recognized by a small percen¬ 
tage and can be destroyed by further
